John P. Herrmann Says Com- 
merce National Lost That 
Amount in 4th National Deal. 


PUTS BLAME ON OFFICERS 


President.and Former Director 
Interested, He Says, and 
Should Reimburse Bank. 


An equity suit against Ben F. Ed- 
wards and George Lane Edwards to 
compel them to pay to the National 
Bank of Commerce $1,400,000 alleged to 
have been lost by the purchase of the 
Fourth National Bank in December, 
1906, was filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court Monday afternoon by John 
P. Herrmann, a stockholder. 

The suit was filed by him on behalf 
of the Nationai Bank of Commerce, its 
Roard of Directors, and other stockhold- 
ers. 

Ben F. Edwards, now president of the 
Rank of Commerce, and George Lane 
Edwards, a former director, are charged 
in Herrmann’s petition with a breach of 
trust, in that they, as directors of the 
National Bank of Commerce, had large 
holdings in the Fourth National Bank 
at the time of the purchase, and knew 
when they were consummating the deal 
that the National Bank of Commerce 
would lose more than $1,000,000 by the 
Ee 


d $300 Per Share. 
The Ba ony paid for the Fourth Na- 


tional Bank was $3,000,000. This was at 
the rate of $300 a share for the capital 
stock, of which $245 a share was for the 
assets of the bank and $55 a share for 
the good will, the petition alleges. 

Herrman alleges in the petition that 
Ben F. Edwards and George Lane Ead- 
wards, at the time the deal was ne- 
gotiated, were in control of A. G.° E4d- 
wards & Sons, a partnership which in 
turn controlled the A. G. Edwards & 
Sons Brokerage Co. 

The brokerage company had acquired 
and held 3600 shares of the capital stock 
of the Fourth National Bank at that 
time, it is charged. Ben F. Edwards 
was at that time vice-president and di- 
rector of the National Bank of Com- 
merce and George Lane Edwards, his 
brother, was a director, according to the 
petition. 

Van Blarcom Urged Sale. 

The Board of Directors of the Fourth 
National Bank, it is alleged, had been 
elected by the National Bank of Com- 
rierce interests, which had control of its 
capital stock. 

It is alleged that the late J. C. Van 
Blarcom, then president of the Bank of 
Commerce, Wrote a letter to the direo 
tors of the Fourth National Bank, stat- 
ing that he owned 6700 shares of the 
Fourth National’s capital stock and re- 
quested them té@ sell to the National 
Bank of Commerce the assets of the 
I‘ourth National at $245 a share and the 
good will at $55 a share. 

This letter was written in the Capaci- 
ty of a stockholder of the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank and he pledged himself to 
vote his shares of stock in favor of the 
deal, according to the petition. 

It is alleged that 3600 shares of the 
67000 which Van Blarcom represented 
that he owed, belonged to Ben F. Ead- 
wards and George Lane Edwards. 

Three specific charges of breach of 
trust are set up in the petition.

AGAIN RETIRES 
FRUM POLITICS 


Democratic Boss Announces He 
Will Cease Activities and 
Rejoin Ranks. 


SAYS G. O. P. AIDED SIMON 


If This Was Done to Defeat 
Norvell He Wants Primary 
Law Improved. 


Harry B. Hawes, who was the recog- 
nizea boss of the St. Louis Democracy 
from 1899 to 1904, and who recently es- 
tayed to “come back” in the Cowherd- 
for-Governor, home rule and Norvell-for- 
Mayor campaigns, issued Monday a4 
statement in the nature of a swan 
song, declaring his retirement from pol- 
itics. 

In his‘ talks with personal friends he 
was even more emphatic than in his 
written statement, in declaring that he 
was out of politics, and would stay out. 

This is Hawes’ second formal retire- 
ment. The first came when, after five 
years’ domination of the city Democra- 
cy, he was defeated in 1904 for the nom- 
ination for Governor. 

Vir. Hawes’ Statement to the Public. 

Mr. Hawes’ written announcement fol- 
lows: 

“In advocating the nomination of Mr. 
Norvell I believed I was performing a 
public duty, as his election would not 
have been ~of any especial benefit to 
me. The city needed his type of man for 
Mayor. His defeat is the city’s loss, and 
occasions him little personal regret. 

‘“T regret that the work of Rolla 
Wells and other good citizens in Mr 
Norvell’s behalf has. failed. Since his 
opponents have dubbed me ‘boss,’ my po- 
litical activities must cease, much to the 
satisfaction of both my personal friends 
and political enemies. 

“Mr. Norvell received someth-nz over 
23,000 votes in the primary. This was 
more than his most sanguine friends 
expected. In the State primary last 
August, with five candidates in the 
field, with more meetings held and much 
more interest and enthusiasm, tne Dem- 
ocrats cast 31,516 votes. This being a 
normal primary vote of about © per 
cent of the total Democratic strengta 
of 55,000. 

“The 46,516 votes cast in tha recent 
primary is an increaSe of over 15,000 
votes without an increased rezis‘ration 
and is within 9000 votes of the total 
normal Democratic strength, showing 
conclusively that RepubHcans voted in 
the Democratic primary. 


Republicans Voted for Simon. 

‘This is again demonstrated by the 
small vote cast by the Republicans, Pro- 
gressives and Socialists, which altogeth- 
er aggregated something over 26,000 
votes; this being 17,000 less than the Re- 
publicans cast in the August primary. 

“Reports came in early from all parts 
of the city that Republicans were voting 
our ballot. “hen the votes were count- 
ed we knew they had been cast for Dr. 
Simon. If they have come into the 
Democratic party to stay, they are most 
welcome additions, but, if their inter- 
est was solely to defeat Norvell, then 
it is an intrusion which should be pre 
vented in the future by changes in the 
primary law. To permit Republicans 
to select Democratic nominees or Demo- 
crats to select Republican nominees, will 
destroy party government and bring 
political chaos, 

“Tf the 15,000 strangers who voted as 
Democrats Friday came to stay, the 
election will demonstrate the fact, if 
they impudently assisted in the nomina- 
tion of a party which they will not sup- 
port in the election, the primary law 
should be amended. As these 15,000 votes 
came from all sections of the city I be- 
lieve they left the Republican party and 
expect to vote the Democratic ticket, 
which will insure Dr. Simon’s election. 

“Dr. Simon is a good citizen, a good 
Democrat and the best man in the race. 
J expect him to win by a large ma- 
jority. 

“As an alleged boss is a doubtful as- 
set, it is my intention to perform the 
plain duty of a lifelong party Democrat 
and that’s all.’’ 

“Quit” After Folk’s Victory. 

Joseph W. Folk’s decisive victory 
in the contest for the nomination for 
Governor in 1904 caused Hawes to de- 
clare then that he was through with 
political activity. He resigned the presi- 
dency of the Jefferson Club, which he 
had used in effective combination with 
the control of the Police Department. 

Last summer Hawes became active in 
support of W. S. Cowherd’s candidacy 
for Governor. When complete returns 
from the August primary showed that 
Major had won, Hawes wired Major 
that he (Hawes) was ‘beaten to a fraz- 
zle and shot full of holes.’’ But he did 
not quit politics. He advocated the Bates 
home rule bills, which got through the 
Legislature with some radical amend- 
ments, and he lined up 22 of the 2 
Democratic city committeemen for Nor- 
vell for Mayor. The result of Friday's 
primary, in which Dr. John H. Simon 
beat Norvell by 1182 plurality, occasioned 
Hawes’ latest decision to retire.

First Killed Her Husband and 
Then Had Natives Slay 
His Wife. 





TRAGEDY STIRRED INDIA 


Death Sentence Passed After 


Joint Confession, but Woman 
Will Go to Cell for Life. 


AGRA, India, March 10.—Lieut. Clark 
of the Medical Corps of the British 
army, and Mrs. Augusta Fulham, a

widow, today pleaded guilty to killing 
Fulham and Mrs. Vlark, and both were 
sentenced to death. The woman's seén- 
tence was commuted to life inmiprison- 


ment, 

The confession was made and the 
plea entered before the High Court at 
Allahabad, when they were placed on 
trial charged with murder. 

Much of the story of the double mur- 
cer had been told during a prolonged 
preminilary examination here. 

The lower court held Lieut. Clark, 
Mrs. Fulham and four natives for the 
killing of Mrs. Clark. There is probably 
one native who escaped, for the killing 
seems to have been done by five per- 
sons, all nativés, Clark and Mrs. Ful- 
ham remaining at Mrs. Fulham’s bunga- 
low while the natives carried out their 
orders for the killing of Mrs.. Clark by 
crushing her head with an ax. 

Man Killed by Poison. 

The killing of Fulham was by poison 
administered by his wife, first under 
direction of Lieut. Clark and finally by 
Clark himself. Fulham died serene in 
the faith that Clark was his friénd and 
his parting request was that Clark 
should look after Mrs. Fulham and her 
children. 

The Clarks and the Fulhams had com- 
mon interests, the heads of both houses 
keing in the Indiar military service, 
I'ate threw them together at one or two 
stations and then separated them. When 
Lieut. Clark was ordered to Agra, it 
was not long before Fulham and his 
family followed. Fulham is said to have 
requested a transfer here to please his 
wife. 

At other stations where the two fam- 
ilies lived observant persons pnoted an 
infatuation of Mrs. Fulham an Lieut. 
Clark for each other, but it wis not 
mentioned above a whisper and friends 
hoped it would pass. 

After arriving hefe the relations of 
the two were so plain that all in the 
Government service, except Fulham, 
seemed to understand the situation, 

Mrs. Clark was furious and a grown 
daughter was heart-broken, but they af- 
fected not to notice the situation. In 
an effort to silence gossip, Mrs. Clark 
and her daughter treated Mrs. Fulhar: 
with politeness, but privately they re- 
monstrated with Clark. 

Wrote Hundreds of Letters. 

Opportunities for thé lovers to meet 
were limited, but they exchanz::i hun- 
dreds of passionate letters in which not 
the slightest reserve was showa. 

A plan was made by the two io pol- 
son Fulham, and Clark furnished the 
material. In some of her notes Mra. 
Fulham complained that the process 
was “too slow’ and ufged Clark to pr.- 
vide a speedier way, a stronger trug o> 
larger doses, so the man who stood bg. 
tween them could be removed. 

Urged on by the woman, Lieut. Clark 
did seek a speedier way to kill }‘ulhani 
and gave him a strong hypodermic in- 
jection of poison, then held the rvictir. 
in his arms while he died, with his last 
request to his murderer, ““Take care of 
my wife and bablies."’ 

There was gossip when Fulha'a died, 
but it was hushed owing to the aversion 
any group of military attaches has ty 
the outside world’s coming into rosses- 
sion of secrets about the life of a gar- 
rison.

CHICAGO, March 10.—James Simpson, 


vice-president of Marshall Field & Co., 
was recalled to the witness chair be- 
fore the State Vice Commission today. 
The room was again filled, a large num- 
ber of the spectators being women. 

Simpson was asked again as to the 
profits of his firm, and again asked to be 
excused from answering. He assured 
the commission that Marshall Field & 
Co. could well subscribe to any minimum 
Wage scale law for women which might 
be adopted. 

“It is inevitable,’ he said, ‘‘that any 
increases would be paid by the public.”’ 

Senator Tossey asked if Marshall 
Field & Co, could raise the minimum 
wages of women to $2 a day without 
raising prices of goods to consumers, 

It could be done, Simpson said, and 
without materially affecting the profits 
of the firm. 

George Iusytton, vice-president of the 
Hub, next faced the commission, with 
his back to the spectators. Lieutenant- 
Governor Barrett O’Hara, chairman of 
the committee, explained that the com- 
mission desired to ascertain the rela- 
tion of low wages to immorality among 
women. 

Good Wages Good Policy,

He 
refused to give the name of the meén 
who were with him. 

Bailey was arrested Sunday at his 
home, 1626A Carr street. He was identi- | 
fied by Thomas Spirros, proprietor of a 
poolroom at 172% Franklin avenue, as one 
of the three men who robbed him of a 
gold watch, chain, signet ring, and $2.50 
in cash. 

Identified by Four Men. 

Four of the 12 men in the poolroom at 
the time of the robbery identified Bailey 
as one of the three robbers. 

A short time after the robbery of the 
Spirros poolroom three men entered the 
poolroom of Simon Hart, 1513 Market 
street, and forced Hart and six custom- 
ers to line up against the wall with their 
hands up. One of the men held a re- 
volver while the two others searched the 
pockets of their victims. Hart slipped 
out of a rear door and called the police. 
When the police arrived the robbers had 
\gone. They had taken about $5 from 
the cash register and about $7 from the 
customers.

Clark returned home soon afterward 
and found his daughter doing what she 
could for her dying. mother. He sent out 
an alarm and members of the garri- 
son assembled at the house. They noted 
it was in disorder as if thieves had 
searched it, and this gave rise.to a rob- 
bery theory. 

The Clarks had a bulldog that was 
such a good watchdog that few natives 
cared to go near the house. The ques- 
tion naturally arose as to why there 
had been no interference from the dog 
when Mrs. Clark was attacked. 

It then was recalled that the dog 
had been liberated from an outhouse 
after the neighbors assembled in re- 
sponse to the alarm.

Allison’s remarks, and those of Presi- 
dent Gundlach of the Council, who fol- 
lowed him, related to the ordinance pre- 
pared by the Commission, and now in 
the Council’s Railroads Committee, 
which requires the company to increase 
its service, and gives the commission 
certain powers of supervision over the 
service. 

Arthur E. Bostwick; librarian of the 
Public Library and president of the club, 
who introduced the speakers, said that 
the motto, ‘““‘Where there’s a will, there’s 
a way,’ would apply to the matter of 
improving St. Louis street car service. 

IAberal Margin Allowed. 

Allison told of the two-years’ in- 
quiry by the commission into the val- 
uation of the United Railways proper- 
ties, and into its receipts. He said that 
in every instance the commission had 
allowed the company the most liberal 
margin in its estimates, and that the 
commission's final total appraisement, 
about $30,000,000, was only $2,000,000 less 
than the company’s estimate. 

A million of this difference, he said, 
was due to the commission’s§ ruling 
avainst the company’s claim that it had 
done all the work of street grading 
which it was required to do. 

He then told of the company’s finding 
as to the insufficiency of service and the 
overcrowding of cars, and of the com- 
mission’s decision to require an extra 
car for every 530 straphangers. 

This, he said, would cost the company 
$700,000 a year, but the commission as- 
sured itself, before making such a re- 
quirement, that the company was mak- 
ing $1,000,000 a year over what would be 
a reasonable return on its investment. 

The percentage of a reasonable return, 
he said, was fixed by the commission at 
6 per cent. 

This would not apply to all rublic 
utility concerns, he said, but it was 
held to be sufficient for the United kal!- 
Ways Co.,,a concern established for « 
generation. 

He said the $30,000,000 and 6 per cent 
estimates represented the commission's 
idea of what a new company ‘could af- 
ford to spend in buying the United 
Railways, and the return it would re- 
quire to make a reasonable profit. 

The company’s $19,000,000 bonds, he 
said, could pay 5 per cent, and the $19,- 
000,000 stock would then pay 7 per cent, 
to a new purchaser.

‘Carbolic acid administered in place of 


epsom salts, killed Albert Kreuter, 34 


years old, of 2014 Penrose street; at the 
city sanitarium Sunday mornnig. He 
was a patient at the institution and the 
poison was given him by Andrew Adams, 
an attendant. A verdict of accident was 
rendered by a Coroner’s jury Monday. 

‘Supt. Johns of the institution, upon 
learning of the fatality, suspended the 
attendant and reported the case to the 
Coroner. Kreuter’s body was removed 
1o the morgue and after an autopsy had 

Leen performed it was taken by a pri- 
vate undertaker. Kreuter’s mother, 
Mrs. Louis Kreuter, became hysterical 
when she learned of the death. 

Bottles Were Side by Side. 

Adams told the police and Dr. Johns 
that Dr. A, C. Vickrey had told him to 
give to the patient an ounce of the lax- 
ative, which was in a large bottle on 
a shelf. Next to the bottle of salts was 
a bottle containing carbolic acid. The 
bottles looked alike, but the acid bot- 
tle, bearing a poison label, was smaller 
than the other bottle. 

In his haste to get through with his 
work, Adams said, he reached for the 
salts bottle but picked up the acid bot- 
tle. by mistake, poured some of its con- 
tents into a glass and, without detecting 
the odor, handed the glass to Kreuter. 
The latter swallowed more than half of 
the dcse before dashing the glass from 
his hand. 

Adams, hearing the glass fall, turned 
and saw Kreuter lying unconscious, his 
lips seared and his face white. The at- 
‘tendant summoned Dr. Vickrey, who had 
Kreuter removed to the clinic room and 
there worked on his with antidotes, but 
to no avail. 


Adamif is 55 years old and was former- | 


ly a British soldier. He served three 
years in the Soudan campaign in Africa 
and was well liked at the sanitarium, 
where he had been employed for two 
vears. He says he was in full posses- 
sion of his mental faculties when he 
made the mistake, that the room where 
the bottles were kept was well lighted. 

Dr. Johns declared the accident was a 


deplorable one and the first of its kind |} 


during his administration, which began 
eight years ago. . 
Testimeny at Inquest. 

The Coroner’s inquest was attended 
by Emil Tolkacz and Barney W. 
Frauenthal of the Hospital Board. 
Adams wept as he told of his fatal 
error. Dr. Vickrey and -° Superinten- 
dent John testified that they were 
satisfied the occurrence was acciden- 
tal, and that, as both bottles were 
plainly labeled, they did not think it 
was due to any lack of precaution 
on the part of Adams’ superiors. 

Adams’ daily hours of duty, he 
testified, are from 6 a. m. to 8 p. 
m., and he receives $30 a month, The 
accident occurred when he had been 
at work for three hours, He had the 
care, under the physician, of 47 pa- 
tients.

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HUNDREDS HURTIN | 


AN EXPLOSION AND 
TOWN IS WRECKED 


Dynamite Works Blows Up in 
Scotland, Causes Shock Like 
That of Earthquake. 


-— 


By Associated Press. 

GLASGOW, Scotland, March 10.—A ter- 
rific dynamite explosion today at No- 
bel’s Explosives Works at Arder, 20 
miles from Glasgow, wrecked the town 


of Irvine, in Ayrshire. For a radius of 
several miles +t had the force of a de- 
structive earthquake.’ Six bodies have 
been taken from the ruins. 

Irvine was shaken to its foundations. 
Many houses, churches, schools and 
public institutions were destroyed. Ceil- 
ings fell everywhere, partitions col- 
lapsed, and scarcely a window in the 
town was left intact. 

People walking on -the streets were 
thrown to the ground. Ali the inhab- 
itants rushed from their houses. The 
water front and the harbor were masses 
of wreckage. 

There were three distinct explosions, 
followed by an immense column of 
smoke appearing to ‘be miles high.

REPORTER VERIFIES 
FLYNN'S REMARKS 
ON SIMON’S VOTE 


Post-Dispatch Interview With 
Norvell’s Assistant Secretary 
Affirmed in Affidavit. 


In a signed statement printed in Mon- 
day’s Republic, Joseph R. Flynn, who 
was assistant secretary of the Norvell 
for-Mayor Campaign Committee, denies 
an interview with him that was print- 
ed in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Flynn, before being appointed assist- 
ant secretary to the Norvell-for-Mayor 
Campaign Committee, was a reporter on 
the St. Louis Republic. 

Flynn’s statement follows: 

“I wish to denounce the statement 
attributed to me in this morning’s Post- 
Dispatch, that Republicans and l’rogres- 
sives voted for Dr. John H. Simon to 
‘assure Democratic defeat on April 1’ as 
a lle. 

“T made no such statement to the 
Post-Dispatch or any other newspaper. 
I believe that Dr. Simon undoubtedly 
will be elected, and I am confident that 
every man of the 23,000 St. Louis Vemo- 
crats who supported Saunders Norvell 








for the Democratic mayoralty nomina- 
tion will cast their votes for Dr. Simon 


pon April 1. 


“The only statement I have made 
since the primary was a reiteration of 
that which appeared on the blackboard 
of the Norvell headquarters Saturday 
morning: 

“‘Dr. John H. Simon is the cheice of 
the Democrats of St. Louis. We are 
for him.’ 

‘“T resent the statement attriputed to 
me not only because it is an unscrupu- 
lous attempt to stir up factional feel- 
ing in Democratic ranks, but necause 
of its reflection upon me personally. Ir 
placed me in the position of a poor 
loser in a camp of good losers. 

“The ‘Norvell-for-Mayor’ -«campaign 
was clean cut and devoid of mud-sling- 
ing. Our slogan was ‘party ha.mony, 
regardless of the outcome.’ 

“Mr. Norvell stated this in nis open- 
ing speech of the campaign, wi:en he 
declared that in the event or Dr. Si- 
mon’s nomination he would be one of 
the first to congratulate him, and woula 
get out and work for his election. He 
spoke for his followers. We are with 
Dr. Simon, the choice of the St. Louis 
Democracy, and the next Mayor of St. 
Louis. JOSEPH R. FLYNN.” 

The Post-Dispatch interview was ob- 
tained by John B. Hendricks, for the 
past 10 years a reporter on the staff of 
the Post-Dispatch, whose work during 
that period has been reliable and accu- 
rate. 

Hendricks’ affidavit reaffirms the 
correctness of his interview with 
Flynn, and in addition Hendricks 
tells under what circumstances the 
interview as obtained and just what 
Flynn said.

“I met Flynn in the Chestnut street 

cafe of the Planters Hotel where he was 





‘lunching with three friends, Saturday 


night,’’ said Hendricks. “I have known 
him for several years. 

“IT told him I was looking for George 
H. Moore, who had been one of the 
managers of the Norvell campaign, to 
zet from him a statement relative to 
what the Norvell campaign men had to 
say about the Simon victory. Flynn 
laughingly replied that he believed he 
was about the only one of the Norvell 
camp that had not gone to bed. 

* “T then asked Flynn to tell me what, in 
his opinion, was responsible for Nor- 
vell's defeat at the primaries in the face 
of the positive assurances of his election 
that had been sent out by his campaign 
managers. Flynn, without any hesita- 
tion, replied that he believed the Repub- 
licans and Progressives had done the 
work. 

“Pickeg Simon as Weak.” 

*“**Just look at the enormous vote that 
was polled by the two Democratic can- 
didates,’ he said. ‘Lots of Republicans 
and Progressives voted for Simon. I 
understand that ‘Hank’ Weeke and ‘Cap’ 
Troll lined up their full strength for 
Simon.” 

“I then asked Flynn why he thought 
Republicans had voted for a Democrat, 
when they had a contest in their own 
party, and he sald: “Why, the Repub- 
licans knew Kiel had a walkover and 
they wanted to help nominate a Demo- 
crat who, they thought, would be easy 
to beat at the coming election. They 
picked Simon as the weaker of the 
Democratic candidates and went down 
the line for him.’ 

“I know Fiynn knew he was speaking 
for publication because he made an- 
other statement and asked me not to 
quote him in that.

NAMED IN $150,000 
CONSPIRACY SUI 


New York Man Seeks to Recover 
Property From Jane and 
Symbert Sommer. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 10.—A charge of 


conspiracy by a St. Louis man and 


woman to get possession of the fortune 
of Charles G. Moller, son of the late Pe- 
ter Moller, sugar refiner and one-time 
associate of Henry O. Havemyer, 
through the marriage of the woman to 
Moller, is made in affidavits filed in the 
Supreme Court. Upon these affidavits 


papers in a suit to. recover $150,000 worth 
of property obtained from Moller by 
the woman are returnable against Jane 
Sommer, “‘otherwise known as Jane Mol- 
ler,” and Symbert Sommer. 

The suit is based on allegations that 
Aug. 26, 1910, when Jane Sommer induced 
Moller to marry her at the ya! hall, she 
was the wife of Sommer, although no 
ceremony had been performed. 

Moller disclosed to the Court admis- 
sions he said were made to him by the 
woman before she married him, that in 
1904 she went to St. Louis to becorne the 
wife of Sommer and that Sommer in- 
duced her to consent to a common law 
marriage, because he was an agnostic. 
They lived together in St. Louis for two 
years and Moller’s attorneys, Cabe]l and 
Gilpin, contend in th¥ir papers that the 
marriage of the Sommers was _ valid 
wnder the laws of Missouri and will be 
recognized in this State. — 

Shared in Big Fortune. 


At the time of Peter Moller’s death he 
left a large fortune which went to his 
sons, Charles, John and Christopher. 
Charles G. Moller has lived in the Mol- 
ler homestead and his son, Charles G. 
Moller Jr., who has a town house and 
a country place, Wayside, Lawrence, 
Long Island. 

In his affidavit telling of the circum- 
stances of his marriage to Jane Sommer, 
Moller said: 

‘I was married at Maspeth, L. I., in 
1866, and have one son. I am now 68 
years old. My wife was an invalid for 
1¢ years prior to her death in 1909,- dur- 
ing which time I had the care of her 
and was constantly with her. After her 
death my health, both physically and 
mentally, amounted to prostration. 

“Il first met the defendants in 1906 and 
1907, when they leased 2112 Madison ave- 
nue, which I owned and rented as a 
furnished room house. 

“The defendant, Jane Sommer, used 
to come to my office at 74 Wall street. 
paying her rent sometimes in the name 
of Symbert Sommer and sometimes as 
Mrs. Symbert Sommer. Beginning in 
1909, after the death of my wife, she 
used to come more frequently. She 
would have long conversations with me, 
in which she pretended to sympathize 
with me in my trouble. Later Mrs. 
Sommer began coming to my office two 
or three times a week and at other times 
she met me by appointment and took 
luncheon with me. 

“At the solicitation of Mrs. Sommer, 
I dismissed my trained nurse in July, 
1910, and uw few days later I had an 
attack of intestinal trouble. She came 
to see me several times and finally took 
up her residence at my house. 


Says Liquor Was Kept Handy. 


“From that time she did not leave me 
until September, 1911. I “was then in a 
broken-down condition and began drink- 
ing heavily. Instead of dissuading me, 
she encouraged me in It, and saw that 
liquor was always within my reach. 

“On Aug. 26, 1910, it was suggested that 
we get married. I do not recall who 
made it, as the state of my mind was 
such that I did not fully understand 
what I was doing. We went to the city, 
got a license and the marriage was 
performed. At that time I had no 
knowledge of the State of Missouri laws 
concerning common law marriages and 
honestly believed she was at liberty to 
marry me.” 

Moller proceeds in great detail, telling 
of their trips abroad, his heavy drink- 
ing and the woman’s constant urging 
that he give her money and other valu- 
able property. He first deeded two resi- 
denceg to her. 

“As a result of her constant urging,” 
he says, ‘‘she accompanied me to my of- 
fice, where I asked for the keys to my 
safe deposit box. Charles A. Sherman, 
executor under the will of my father, 
who was associated with me in the of- 
fice, took her aside and asked her if I 
knew what I was doing. She answered 
that I did. I°then took out a number 
of bonds and gave them to her. 

“After more urging, I agreed to buy 
back from her one of the residences for 
$75,000, and paid her in bonds and 
mortgages.’’ 

Separated Second Time. 

In time they separated,. then went to 
living together again. Finally, he says, 
he broke away and has not drunk any 
for two years. 

When Moller and Mrs. Sommer were 
married at the city hall in 1910 she gave 
her age as 45, said she was a widow and 
that she was born in England. She gave 
her name as Jane Brennan, the latter 
being the name of her deceased hus- 


band.

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HELD FOR MURDER, 
GUNFESSES DEED 
T0 SHERIFF IN CELL 


Arrested Illinois Farmer Admits 
Killing, but Will Give No 
Details. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SALEM, g@ll., March 10.—John Flan- 


nery Williamson, 45 years old, in his cell 
in the Carlyle county jail, last night 
confessed to Sheriff William Ragen and 
one other person that he had killed An- 
drew Jackson Smothers, his neighbor 
farmer, 57 years old, on the night of 
Yeb. 18 last. 

Smothers disappeared Feb. 18 and on 


the following day. Williamson filed a 
deed which gave him possession and 
ownership of Smothers’ 20-acre farm. 
Smothers was a bachelor and William- 
son said he had sold his place to him 
and gone to Mississippi to visit relatives. 
March 2 the body of Smothers was found 
buried under three inches of dirt in 3 
rayine in the Teasdale woods, near his 
home, 

If Willlamson’s confession is to be 
credited, he executed a deliberate plot. 
After entering into negotiations with 
Smothers for the purchase of his farm, 
he visited a notary with Smothers and a 
deed was drawn up and signed. Then he 
went to his home presumably to get 
the purchase money to hand over to 
Smothers. 

It is the theory of the Sheriff and his 
deputies that instead of paying Smoth- 
ers the $800 he had agreed to, he killed 
the man by striking him on the back 
of the head with a hammer, and then 
stole the deed which had already been 
signed. 

On details of the slaying, however, 
Williamson is silent. He will say noth- 
ing further than that he did it, Sheriff 
Ragan.says. The autopsy on the body 
at the time it was found showed that 
Smothers had come to his death from a 
blow on the back of the head. 

Williamson has a wife and five chil- 
Gren in destitute circumstances. They 
are now living in the farmhouse he al- 
leged he had purchased from Smoth- 
ers.

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THE RIGHT TO CUBR. 

Having found that the Missouri law regulating 
the practice of medicine, or the right to cure 
sufferers from disease, is so stringent as to bar 
from practice many who claim the power to cure, 
the Missouri Medical Liberty League has intro- 
duced into the State Legislature a bill intendéd 
tu broaden the scope of the statute. 

This ig House Bill No. 650, consisting of an 
amendment which, if enacted, would exempt from 
the law “any person practicing mind cure or 
aty other method of healing if no poisonous or 
dangerous drugs are employed nor surgical opera- 
tions performed; provided, that such mental and 
other practitioners conform to the sanitary and 
other hygienic regulations as prescribed by law 
in the treatment of known contagious diseases.” 

As the Post-Dispatch has heretofore insisted, 
laws regulating the practice of the healing art 
must, if we are to avoid a medica] tyranny, be 
s0 worded as to favor no particular school of 
healing. It is generally admitted that certain 
diseases which obstinately persist when treated 
with medicaments, are easily amenable to mental 
treatment or suggestion. So long as there is no 
resort. to fraud, the drugless healer should be 
permitted to try his skill, if the public wishes to 
employ him. 

There must be no medical compulsion. As has 
been truly said, medica] liberty is as vital as 
religious or political liberty.

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NEW YORE’S SUBWAY. 

Contracts which have been approved by New 
York’s Public Service Commission, and which 
call for the expenditure of $350,000,000, will give 
that city 629 miles of rapid transit tracks. New 
York now has 78 miles of subway lines, and the 
extensions provided for will give it 146 more 
miles. St. Louis has not a ingle mile of subway. 
With conditions that make rapid transit one of 
the most obvious of local needs, it has no rapid 
transit facilities of any sort. .

It is to his 
discredit that he led a faction which opposed and 
hampered Mayor Kreismann in one of the best 
achievements of his administration, the appoint- 
ment of the best men to office, regardless of de- 
mands of the party organization.

TARIFF VS. INCOME TAX. 
From the London Daily News. 

The fact that all obstacles have been 
overcome, and the American Constitu- 
tion has been amended to legalize a Fed- 
eral income tax, is double evidence of 
the new spirit in the United States. An 
income tax is clearly an equitable mode 
of raising money. It is also an instru- 
ment for hitting at the tariff. 8o long 
ey the Federal Government was de- 
barred from raising an income tax it had 
to fall back upon indirect taxation for 
revenue. The tariff was a revenue ne- 
cessity, and the trusts saw that it was 
converted into the trust magnate’s lux- 
try. Now that the Federal Government 
has the power to impose an income tax 
its hands will be free to make a corre- 
sponding reduction in the tariff. There 
can be no doubt that it was the recog- 
nition of this double bearing of the in- 
come tax which made. possible an 
amendment of the Constitution. Mr. 
Taft, who initiated the proposal, can 
have had very slight hope of seeing the 
amendment become law. The new spirit 
which is working in the United States 
has a strength which must be reckoned 


with.

R. TORDAY is now lectur- 
ing on Central African 
geography and ethnology at the 
Uniwersity of Pennsylvama. This 
week Mr. Torday gives a detatled 
description of the Central Afri 
can canmbals. 

MONG the cannibals I have 
met (and I must have seen 
many thousands of them dur- 
ing the niine years I spent 

among tribes practicing anthropoph- 
agy) none have introduced themselves 
in such an impressive way as the 
first. These were real cannibals, to», 
none of the half-hearted sort who 
only occasionally, during some cere- 
mony of religious importance, indulge 
in the eating of “the meat that speak- 
eth’—not they! They were people 
who divided humanity into two 
halves; the eaters and the eaten, and 
whose sole desire was to transfer the 
greatest number of those belonging 
to the first category into the second. 

They were the crew of my small 
dugout in which I pursued the wily 
hippo on the Stanley Pool. They came 
from the upper river and I had no 
idea that they differed from the na- 
tives I met on the coast. They had 
not been long with me when several 
boys sent on errands by their masters 
disappeared. First, it was thought 
this was an epidemic of desertion, 
although some of the men who had 
vanished were reliable servants of 
old standing. That there was some- 
thing wrong became apparent when 
a group of Europeans, attracted by 
cries for help, found a man whp had 
obviously suffered from violence in 
a dying condition on the road. He 
was too far gone to give information, 
but when it was found, by accident, 
that after burial his body had been 
romoved from the grave it was cleur 
that all the disappearances had to 
be attributed to cannibalism. I was 
discussing the ‘matter with my crew 
when a magistrate accompanied by 
soldiers came to arrest the whole 
gang. They were responsible for all 
the crimes and once caught made no 
secret of this fact. 

IGHER up the Congo, near the 
mouth of the Aruwimi River, it is 
considered a religious duty to eat one’s 
relative and a person failing to do so 
would meet with the greatest public rep- 
robation. Strangers are eaten, however, 
simply for the love of human flesh. Fur- 
ther up the Lualaba River live the Ba- 
rau; although many of them are not 
anthropophagi, a group of cannibals can 
be found in every village. These belong 
to a separate caste, the Bakanzanz!, Ev- 
erybody who is somebody hopes to be a 
Fakanzanzi one day; it is, however, only 
the upper classes that do not risk to be 
blackballed at the election to this caste. 

To the west of the Lualaba are the 
Fatetela, all cannibals. When on the 
warpath (and they are supposed to be 
the best. fighters of the Congo) they took 
ro provisions, but lived exclusively on 
the people slain in battle, thus saving 
their commissary department money and 
trouble. 

How is it that these people, otherwise 
gentle and kind, feel no repulsion to 
eat their kindred? It has been always 
my habit to listen to natives when they 
are talking among themselves without 
restraint, hoping to learn things they 
might refuse to discuss openly with me: 
and a little conversation between two 
servants of mine will give a better pic- 
ture of their way of considering this 
matter than I could give in my own 
words, |

| eld ager want to meet a more gen- 

tlemanly fellow than Okitu, of the 
tribe of Sunga, and Okitu was a can- 
nibal. He was a cousin of the King of 
the country when this potentate, in 
consequences of an old feud, killed 
the chief of Dumb!i. King or no king, 
the Government sent him to prison 
for several years. Okitu, as his near- 
est kinsman, was made regent, and 
during the detention of his cous'n 
governed the country to the satis- 
faction of black and white. When 
Jadi was free again it would be an 
easy job for Okitu to have him put 
aside and to acquire the crown for 
himself; as a matter of fact, it would 
have given the greatest satisfaction 
to the people. Okitt, however, at 
once handed over the power to the 
rightful king and returned to his 
farm, poorer than the day he came to 
power. 

I used to spend days and weeks 
with Okitu, and never have I known 
him to do an unkind thing or to say 
an unwise one. We used to work 
together to record the history and 
the tribal customs of the Sungu. 
Sometimes I would present him with 
some gift in recognition of his serv- 
ices, but I always had difficulty to 
make him accept it: When we trav- 
eled together he, who like all prince- 
lings in his country was in the habit 
of being carried in a hammock, 
would walk because I refused to be 
carried. 

However, Okitu was a cannifbal. 


HEN there was Meyey. He stayed 

two years with me, and never 
knew him to tell a Iie. He was in 
charge of all my worldly belongings, 
and he never strayed from the path of 
henesty. Yet he was a cannibal. Since 
he left me he has become civilized, and 
the very name of cannibal fills him 
with disgust. He is now the biggest 


jiar on the river, and an accomplished 


thief. 

The Budja, one of the fiercest tribes 
of the Congo and strongly addicted to 
cannibalism, have killed (after consid- 
erable provocation, I must say), several 
white men. Those who were caught 
alive were treated in the following way: 
The bones in their arms and legs were 
broken so as to make escape impossi- 
ble, then the poor wretches were im- 
mersed in the river, up to the neck, for 
20 hours ‘“‘so ag to make his flesh white 
and tender and the skin easily detach- 
able.” I was told by my informant. 
Then, if not dead, the prisoner was 
clubbed and cooked. : 

And yet I have met Budjas who, in a 
country of famine and where they knew 
them could get no more food for the 
next day or two, not only shared the 
last piece of bread with several stran- 
gers, but after this distribution would 
give part of their share to a strange 
dog. How can this be explained?
